eg THE “MODERN HOMES" EXHIBITION. ra 


What are the principles upon which the Governnent is working 
to provide the Country with the maximum number of houses as quickly 
as possible? Where do the Ministries, Government Departments, 
Industry, and official and semi-official associations and committees 
take their places in the line of attack on the great housing 
shortage? what is being done to speed up improved design and 
production. of household fittings, furniture and equipment? What 
products and services are within the reach of the public now and 
what will be available fairly soon? 


What steps have been taken to adapt new materials to new uses 
in order to speed the homes for the people, just as new materials 
were put to new uses to speed weapons of war? What sort of houses 
are being built in Britain today and what kind are to be erected in 
the near future? And what are the newest devices, appliances, 
furnishings and decorations for those houses and to what extent do 
they contribute to better living conditions? Finally, what are the 
latest iadeas in the post-war cesign for living? 


gall those questions are of paramount public interest, and the 
"Modern Hories“ Exhibition at Dorland Hall, Regent Street, S.Wel. 
provides a wide survey of what has been done and is to be done to 
employ the nation's resources, skill, inventiveness ana enterprise 
in rehousing the Country in the face of difficulties which ere the 
aftermath of six years of war. 


HOUSES. 


The exhibition, employing the latest ideas and technique in 
exhibition presentation, has, among its many outstanding exhibits, 
six revolving large-scale, fully furnished mocels, showing the new 
systems and plans for house building as approved by local authorities. 


Four of these houses are of the permanent prefabricated type 
and two of traditional brick construction. All present notable 
features. Among these are simplicity of design and construction, 
speedy erection and freedom from building restrictions imposed by : 
weather conditions; placing water-pipes so that they will not | 
freeze; ea heating system by which roons upstairs can be warmed 
frou a fire downstairs; the use of steel in house construction 
ena the employment of materials that are imperishable even in fire, 
water and bad weather concitions; walls that stop the penetration 
of moisture und wall covering that does not crack or flake; methods 
of construction that overcome the shortage of special materials 
or specially trained labour; a living room, dining room and lkitchen 
so arranged that they can be changed into one large room for'a 
party in a few minutes; new ideas in cupboard units, dressers, sinks, 
drainers and built in furniture, specially planned spaces for 
perambulators and bicycles; up-to-date systems for letting more 
daylight anc sunshine into the house; anc fully equipped kitchens 
thet are designed to ease the housewife's tasks. ) 


The builders of the houses, represented by the models, are 
Richard Costain Ltde, Braithwaite & Coe Ltd., Orlit Ltd., British 
Steel Houses Ltce, Lanc Fox & Coe and the London County Council. 


KITCHENS. 


Three completely new kitchens demonstrate the latest equipment 
for electricity, gas and solid fuel. They are sponsored by the 
Electrical Devclopment Association, the Women's Gas Council and the 
VYonen's advisory Committee on Solid Fuel respectively.

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+ These kitchens which are full-scale in size and fully 
SAMA PPAR, Stew many notable developments. In the Solid. Fuel 


kitchen there is a single prefabricated unit, incorporating all 

the services for a small house, such as cooking, water heating, 
space heating, ventilation, tanks, plumbing and sanitation; the 
Gas kitchen has a nursery recess, so that Mother can keep her eye 
on the children while she is cooking; and the Blectricity kitchen 
has two bays - one ‘ve cooking and one for sewing. The cookery 
bay has a water heater and electric washing machine, an electric 
fan and drying cabinet. The sewing bay is complete with electric 
sewing machine, iron and ironing board, cutting-out table and radio. 


A Quiz kitchen is another feature of the exhibition. This 
kitchen contains a number of deliberate mistakes which visitors are 
invited to detect. Housewives will gain from this exhibit 
invaluable guidance that will be useful when buying or renting a 
new house or when considering plans for alterations to an old one. 


EXHIBITS BY MINISTRIZS. 


The Ministry of Health exhibit shows by a novel presentation 
of statistics, the Government's basic plan for the provision of 
housing. New standards for housing fixed by the Ministry acknowledge 
the need for increased space in houses and for adequate equipment *» 
the kitchen. These new standards,which are based on investigat’: 
by experts are shown in a serics of model house plans. 


| The Ministry of Supply's exhibit shows the wide range of house 
building fittings for which the Ministry is now responsible. 


The exhibit illustrates the way in which the Ministry is using 
new types of materials in production to break the bottle-necks whict 


arise because of the exceptional demands being made upon some 
industries. 


Pressed stecl construction is being used to supplement the 
tfronfounding production of baths, wash-hand basins and lavatory 
basins. Pressed steel kitchen basins with draining boards all in 
one piece are being produced. All the cookers shown by the Ministry 
are of the most modern type and, in many cases, pressed steel 
fabrication will replace cast-iron. Plastic lavatory seats are 
another innovation and plastic cisterns will in some cases replace 
cast-iron. 


NEW ULILITY FURNITURE DESIGNS. 


The Board of Trade exhibit shows the furniture designed for 
the Board by the Utility Furniture Advisory Committee. This now 
furniture is likely to set a new standard in British furnitu’s design 
and it is believed that the styles now adopted will remain in v-ctue 
after the shortage of labour and materials has disappeared. Pe eee 
of furniture which began through a national emergency has now evolv. 
into a new period of British furniture design. 


NEW MUNICIPAL PLANNING. 


The L.C.Ce £5,000,000 Loughton Neighbourhood has already 
aroused considerable public interest, and here at the "Modern Homes" 
Exhibition is sHown publicly for the first time a model of this 
remarkable Neighbourhood, which adds not only a new town to the map 
of Britain but a new idea in town planning. 


The 5,850 houses of the Neighbourhood will be made up of 116 
five room parlour (large size), 444 four room (large size), 268 five 
room parlour (normal size), 1,020 four room (normal size), 1,510

three room (normal size), 384 of the two room flats in two storey 
buildings and 108 one room bungalows for aged porsons. An estate 
office is to be built to administer the ostate when completed. 


Olvug ROOM LIVING. 


Until there is an adequato supply of houses for the public tho 
one room flat is to many people the bridge between the present and 
the futuro, and a fullescalc, fully equipped and furnished one room 
flat exhibited by the Council of Industrial Design, shows that a home 
can in fact be put into one room without tho sacrifice of comfort and 
ancnities which might be at first supposoad. 


A NEW HEATING UNIT. 


Behind the prosaic title, “Housc Engine” is an oxhibit 
representing British scientific achicvomont of far reaching importanco 
to the living conditions of the pnooploe it is a machine, at last, 
to do the worst drudgery of running the small house in which most 
people livo. 


The house cnginoe is built into a metal frame which stands insido 
the wall of the house, whcoro the fluos and chimnoy normally are. 


At tho bottom is a single open fire whitch heats tho living- 
room on one side of the wall, tho cooking ovon in the kitchen on the 
other, and from which hot air is led off by ducts to all tho other 
rooms of the house. This same firo also supplies hot wator ample 
for a family of six. | 


All the plumbing of the house is oncasod in the ongine, so that 
the pipes won't freezc in Wintor; in surmor tho heating is dono by 
olectricity-. The house cngine is cheap to instal and run. 


WET USSS FOR ALUMINIUM. 


Aluminiuwn is rapidly returning from War to peace and is fast 
becoming a vital industry. 


The Aluminium Development Association show a wide range of 
examples of domestic ware and building matcrials such as partitions, 
window framing, cast and wrought guttcring and drainpipes whoro tho 
nonecorrosive properties of aluminium alloys save so much in household 
repair bills. Another exhibit displays the Basildon New Period 
Bedroom Suite, which fulfils tho modern demand for simplicity of 
Shape e This suite has an exterior of impressed aluminium and is 
finished with a translucent tinted plastic. The interiors have a 
brushable colour rayon finish which is doadly to moths and insects. 


Occupying their proper places in this exhibition are many othor 
exhibits. Tho skilful improvisation for the provision of useful ~ 
things for the home is shown in a special Make-Do-and-Mend exhibit, 
the new china, glass and pottery are shown; and after sombre . 
blackout curtains the now furnishing fabrics now make thoir bow and 
provide colour and inspiration for the home.

To the craftsmen of to-day—lInheritors of the traditions of yesterday. 


INCE it was as much by the skill of 
this nation in its workshops as in 
its courage at arms that we came through to 
Victory and Peace, it is fitting that the first 
approach to an Ideal Home Exhibition 
should be dedicated to that skill, which is, 
moreover, the factor on which we depend 
for our recovery. 

All through this exhibition runs a 
revelation of the success with which that 
skill is being returned to the service of 
Home and home-making. If there could 
be any fault found in it, it would be just 
that it is so good and so fitting to our urgent 
need that we want more of it—and still more. 

You will find the dedication inscribed on 
one of the two heroic arches over the Grand 
Staircase that rises towards the great 
West End Gable, and flanking it on either 
side, are panels in modern heraldry depict- 
ing those trades and crafts upon which we 
depend to-day for the setting and services 
of our home life. 

Higher still rises the Gable, still a 
masterpiece of glass architecture, reaching 
to 100 feet in height and 170 feet wide. 
Now, with its many glass facets as brilliant 
after their post-war renovation as when 
they were new, 60 years ago, it forms a 
erystal background to a huge map of 
Great Britain and N. Ireland in glittering 


mesh. On either side of it glows again the 
theme of the dedication—six-foot shields 
portraying the arms of the ancient guilds 
and City Companies of London associated 
with home-making ; those who built the 
tradition and made the inheritance which 
we enjoy. 

You will see this as you stand in the 
central artery of the Grand Hall, a 
luminous, floral-corniced broadway that 
runs for 360 feet between pavilions of fine 
furnishings, illuminated by fluorescent 
light straight to a four-tiered fountain of 
light and water embowered in flowers. 
Thousands of flowering plants form the 
cornice. | 

Across the gables at each end are more 
floral cornices and at the Eastern one a 
decorative clock with a coat of arms 
symbolising the Daily Mail with black and 
white for its own hues, the day and night 
of its production and perusal, and its 
watch over the world’s news. 

All this—with the wide arch above in 
swathes of sky-blue, clear glass and sunlit 
horizons—is fitting setting for the biggest 
individual array of exhibits—furnishing, 
decoration and household services. There 
is enough of mewness and ingenuity 
hereabouts to be a tonic to those in need of 
them and a stimulus to those who produce.

last war was often described as a 
technician’s war. Everyone became so 
addicted to the use of strange abbreviations 
that the uncouth initials of the scientific 
marvels of F.I.D.0., P.L.U.T.O. and many 
others were treated quite casually, .while 
small children prattled of penicillin and 
streptomycin as though they knew all about 
them. 

In an atomic age, however, it is some- 
times overlooked that the major object of 
scientific thought and technical endeavour 
is to enrich the life of the ordinary man and 
woman by inventions and discoveries. 

It is, forexample, not always appreciated 
that the release of atomic energy is some- 
thing that arose directly through the efforts 
of research workers in many countries from 
theories first enunciated by Einstein 40 years 
ago. When in 1905 he showed that matter 
and energy were the same thing and were 
related by the formula: E =mc?, few people 
could have cared less, unaware that the end 
of the story was to be an aircraft out of a 
dawn sky and the destruction of Hiroshima. 
Research, however, is continuous, and 
already ovlr Government has laid down a 
vast programme to discover the ways to 
harness atomic energy for purposes of 
peace. In other respects, too, science has 
returned to its peace-time vocation, and 


it is because of the importance of science 
as a social influence that the Daily Mail 
has Sy this feature, ‘* Science 
Comes Home,” to show how some of the 
research completed during the war is 
already being turned over by-scientists to 
deal with the problems of domestic life. 

We are not yet quite at the stage when 
the events of everyday life can be organised 
to follow automatically from an initial 
press-button control—from i the 
early morning cup of tea, to bathing and 
changing the baby and putting the cat out 
for the night—but it is how 
much science has already achieved. 

This exhibit has, careedean: been con- 
ceived somewhat widely, and framed to 
include items of public interest that 
either have been already, or may be in 
the near future, applied domestically. 
The organisers have had a vast theme to 
cover—so vast that it could itself occupy a 
very considerable part of the. entire

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“PUTTING IT 


_ FIRST FLOOR. 


HE gramophone record will soon reach 
its goldem jubilee. Nearly fifty years 
of scientific progress, colourful and far- 
reaching, are behind it. 

It has conferred inestimable benefits 
upon home life, profoundly affected and 
influenced world appreciation of music, 
broken down national] boundaries, helped 
us to win wars, to educate our children. . 
‘and it all really started with ‘Edison's 
famous ‘‘ Phonograph.”’ 

That was in 1877. He was the first to 
record and reproduce sound, although 
nearly twenty years earlier, at a meeting 
ef the British Association, Leon Scott de 
Martinville demonstrated that sound 
vibrations could be written down or 
**recorded.”’ : 

It was Emile Berliner who, in 1877, first 
conceived the idea of recording on discs 
instead of cylinders. That was really the 
birth of the gramophone record as we know 
it. Some ten years later, he substituted 
a spring-driven motor for his original hand- 
driven device. . 

_ Bertinér called his apparatus. the 
‘‘Gramophone,” and having secured a 
‘patent for his recording process in 1888, 
he evolved a method of duplication by 
making electrotyped metal moulds and 
pressing his records on a softened material.

With this and his ‘‘ Gramophone”’ (now 
so familiar from the ‘‘ His Master’s Voice’”’ 
Trade Mark) he founded the industry that 
has brought the finest music into millions 
of homes the world over. 

The first celebrity ‘record was made in 
1902, a recording of Caruso. Melba, Patti 
and other famous artists followed. 

The introduction of electrical recording 
in 1925 swept away the physical restric- 
tions. Today the repertoire of recorded 
music is so vast that the music lover can 
gratify almost every whim and millions of 
records have to be made every month. 

Remarkable advances in recent years 
have added enormously to the enjoyment 
and appreciation of recorded works and 
such recordings as that of Holst’s Suite, 
‘“‘The Planets ’’, made by ‘‘His Master’s 
Voice ’ under the‘auspices of the British 
Council, caused a sensation its realism. 

It is appropriate that at this milestone 
in the history of the record—the approach 
of the golden jubilee—record enthusiasts 
should have an opportunity of seeing some- 
thing of the intricate processes involved 
in the making of a modern record. That 
is provided by this specia] feature where 
you may also meet some of your favourite 
artists who will be there to autograph 
their records for you.

R the first time in the history of this 
exhibition, we have a village built on 
principles in which the bricklayer and the 
man who carries his hod have no part. 
It marks an unusual and passing epoch 
in the history of housebuilding—the 
period when we had to erect with haste 
and no waste either of time or materials. 

There are six houses, every one different 
from its neighbour in scheme and 
method—but all related in principle. 
These are the factory-born houses, fab- 
ricated in sections, big or very big, 
independent of weather conditions on the 
plot, and economical of skilled labour and 
searce materials. 

Speediest of all for assembly is the 
aluminium house, made by aircraft firms 
from the substance of our avenging 
bombers. It arrives in four sections. 

There is a timber house, which arrives 
literally wall by wall—each big section 
ready-made of inner and outer skins pad- 
ded with glass wool for insulation. 

The four concrete houses have quite 
different methods of construction from one 
another, but they share the same aim— 
staunchness, stability and durability. 
They are not temporary dwellings, but 
made to stand for many years. They are 
ali of Government sponsored or Govern- 


ment approved types and in outward 
appearance differ little from traditional 
styles. 

Each house is demountable and will" be 
moved to a housing site elsewhere after 
the exhibition. 

An old friend—Eros—reappears here.

The Aluminium House was developed in its initial stages by the Aircraft Industries 
Research Organisation on Housing in 1942 as a means of meeting the anticipated housing 
shortage in Great Britain. Subsequent development was undertaken by the Ministry of 
Aircraft Production (now the Ministry of Supply) under whose direction the houses are 
being constructed. The houses are being produced in five factories formerly engaged on 
aircraft production: the Bristol Aeroplane Co. (Housing), Ltd., at Weston-super-Mare ; 
A. W. Hawksley Ltd., at Hucclecote, Gloucester ; Blackburn Aircraft Ltd., at Dumbarton ; 
and Vickers-Armstrongs Ltd., at Broughton, (Chester and Blackpool. The consultants on 
design and development are Structural & Mechanical Development Engineers Ltd., Slough 
Trading Estate. 7 

54,500 of these houses have been ordered by the Ministry of Supply for the Ministry of 
Works acting as agents for the Ministry of Health and are being erected on foundations 
throughout the country prepared by the ne of Works. 16,604 houses had been 
produced and erected on sites: up to Feb. 2nd. At that time fourteen aluminium houses 
were leaving the five factories every working hour. The total of 54,500 are to be com- 
pleted and erected by the end of the year. | : 

It is believed that this is the first time in history that houses have been factory-built from- 
start to finish, or delivered on to the site complete with all fitments and ready for water, 
gas and electricity to be connected at once. The houses are produced on assembly lines, each 
complete house going straight off the assembly line in four sections on to special trucks, for 
direct conveyance to the sité. The sites are prepared in advance and the house is normally 
erected and ready for the tenant on the day of arrival on the site. Record time of erection 
is 41 minutes complete with all services. 

phe outstanding advantages of the Aluminium Prefabricated House can be summarised

Constructed of factory-made reinforced concrete panels, it is capable of exceptional 
speed in erection, which is mechanized to a high degree, calls for a minimum of skilled 
labour, and although built of non-traditional materials is pleasantly normal in appearance. 

The external wall surfaces are finished with the Cement Marketing Company’s 
** Tyrolean *’ finish, whilst the roof, which is of traditional construction, is covered with 
concrete tiles, the colour being variable to suit architectural requirements. 

There is a solid ground floor, whilst the first floor is of normal timber construction. 

The living accommodation, which comprises dining room and living room connected by 
folding doors, is planned around a centrally situated heating unit, the latter being an

It is a 
single-seater, three-speed and reverse motor car primarily designed for disabled persons to 
obviate the existing discomforts which ‘they have hitherto experienced. e total 
production of the vehicle is at the moment being allocated for the requirements of 
disabled persons. 

The car is fitted with a safety glass windscreen, electric windscreen wiper and neat fitting 
detachable hood. The four wheels, fitted with standard Dunlop [6 in. tyres, are inde- 
pendently sprung giving smooth riding and utmost road safety. The ‘‘'Larmar”’ has a 
highly efficient economical 2} h.p. engine developing 8 b.h.p. situated at the rear. {It will 
cruise with ease at 35 m.p.h. and gives a petrol consumption of 65 m.p.g. The controls are 
located as in normal car practice, but can be varied to suit the individual requirements of 
practically any disabled person by the interchangeability of the clutch, brake and throttle 
to either all-foot, all-hand or part-foot and part-hand, so that complete comfort and maxi- 
mum safety are obtained. A large inbuilt luggage compartment is situated in the front of 
the car, together with a dash cubby hole giving ample storage space. The nett vig leony 
of the ‘‘ Larmar ’’ is £215 complete with speedometer and the purchase tax is £60. 9s. ‘5d.

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PUTTING IT 


ON RECORD 


FIRST FLOOR, EMPIRE HALL 


“$ is Master’s Voice ’’—world-famous 
. pioneers of recording and. record 
production—have endeavoured here to 
portray the intricate processes of making 
a modern gramophone record. Every en- 
deavour has been made to make the show 
complete. 
~ You see in miniature ons of the vast 
acoustically balanced studios in which the 
original performance takes place then 
progressively from the recorded wax, all 
the procésses of making ‘‘Masters”’ 
‘‘ Mothers ”’ and ‘‘ Stampers;’’.of preparing, 


mixing and processing the ‘‘ black plastic | 


blankets’’ and finally the pressing, edge 
grinding and polishing of the discs you buy. 

First comes the recording, and you see 
a typical recording machine and a wax 
blank on which the performance is recorded 
by the cutter to a depth of only -0025 of 
an inch. 

The wax miaster undergoes microscopic 
examination and is then coated by hand 
with micronised graphite powder, which 
provides a perfect electrical conducting 
surface. 


A metal pin is next inserted to make 
a contact with it and the graphited wax 
master is placed in an electro-depositing 
bath where it revolves for some hours until 
a-shell of copper is ‘‘grown”’ to an even 
thickness of -040 of an inch. 
One of the most tricky and skilful pro- 


cesses of all is peeling off this copper skin, 
for its removal destroys the wax original. 
As the thin copper is now the only orig- 


inal and would quickly wear out, only two 


test pressings are made from it.. Once they 
have satisfied the musical and technical 
experts, the surface of the copper master 
is coated with a special preparation and 
again put into the electro plating baths to 
grow another skin ‘040 of an inch thick. 
Again the process of separating the two 
copper discs calls for extreme skill. The 
new Skin is known asa ‘‘ Mother.”’ The Mas- 
ter is carefully packed-in a dust proof 


‘container in the vaults, which already 


contain more than 170,000 similar ‘‘ Mas- 
ters.’’ For production, only the‘‘ Mother” 
is used. Further electro plate skins have 
to be grown and these, when strengthened 
with nickel chromium on the face and 
backed to stand a pressure of approximate- 
ly half a ton per square inch, are used as 
Stampers in the actual record presses. 
The Stampers for each side of a double 
sided record, are fixed into a hydraulic 
press. A ‘‘ Biscuit”’ of scientifically mixed 
composition is placed on the bottom 
Stamper. The jaws of the press close. 
Super-heated steam at 400° Fahr..is forced 
through each Stamper and the full pres- 
sure bears upon the heat-softened material. 
After some seconds, cold water cools the 
newly made record.

Adjacent to the special “ H.M.V.”" feature “Putting It On Record” is a glass-enclosed, 
soundproof studio which, in a technical sense, is the “ nerve centre ** of the. whole 
Exhibition. From here, radiating in all directions throughout’ the Exhibition, eos ten 
— of wire carry announcements and music to 300 loudspezkers diseributed all over 

ympia. 

Carried out by the * H.M.V."’ team of radio experts who developed and installed we" of 
the radio equipment on the Royal train for South Africa and who. designed and produced the 
Public Address equipment to be used by His Majesty during the Royal Tour, the “ Daily 
Mai! °’ installation is the most Riborate and flexible relay equipment possible. . 

A number of microphones with local amplifiers are. canted at various yantage. points 
throughout the Exhibition and are fed back to the high-power amplifiers and distribution 
panels in the special studio. In the studio also are twin-turntables and pick-ups, enabling 
record music to be relayed throughout the Exhibition, and a microphone from which most 
of the Exhibition announcements are made. 

The arrangements in the studio also provide for radio and television programmes to be 
picked up and relayed throughout the Exhibition, from a special community R-F. amplifier 
and distribution system operated from an aerial on the roof. 

The control arrangements include 68 pre-set and 30 manually operated controls to 
maintain the correct balance and output and the highest standard of reproduction at 
varying loads and with widely differing input levels

With the outbreak of war house building came to a stop and the entire 
resources of Wates Limited were devoted to Government contracts of high 
priority. A vital part of this work was concerned with the design and con- 
struction of reinforced concrete marine craft including many cargo and petrol- 
carrying barges and a large Floating Dock.

Many people who visit the first post-war Ideal Home Exhibition will 
remember the one held in 1939. Our exhibition house then was the “ South- 
wold,” which is illustrated above. Designed by our Staff Architects for 
erection in any part of the country, it was one of the good things which were 
brought to a halt at the outbreak of war. 

In these days of restrictions it is difficult to realise the freedom of expression 


we enjoyed in the past and the freedom of choice which was available to home 
buyers. 


BUILD 


On our part we were; able to provide thousands of families with 
attractive well-built homes at reasonable prices. The fact that over 50 per cent. 
of our purchasers were directly introduced to us by satisfied owners was a 
striking example of the capacity of private enterprise to meet the needs of the 
public, when given a free hand. In those days, the evening and week-end 
newspapers carried double-page spreads of property advertisements. People 
could choose their future homes under ideal circumstances. There was an 
endless choice of locality together with mortgage terms to suit all pockets. 
The advantages of buying one’s home were obvious. Apart from pride of 
ownership the home-buyer found that his outgoings were less than he would 
have paid as rent and that he was gradually accumulating an asset which 
eventually led to complete ownership. . It was in these conditions of un- 
restricted enterprise that the quality of the Company’s houses, coupled with a 
complete after-sales service, placed them in a pre-eminent position as builders 
of good homes. 

To-day, literally thousands of people are anxious to buy their own homes 
but unfortunately, the present official policy makes little provision for them. 
It is true that one house in every five can be constructed for private sale but 
this proportion merely scratches the surface of the problem and the wisdom of 
the policy is yet to be proved. 

The fact remains that, for the time being, we are unable to satisfy the 
requirements of the many thousands who are able and anxious to purchase a 
Wates Home. The Minister of Health has given the figure of half-a-million 
as the number of houses which must be built by Local Authorities before 
restrictions un private building can be relaxed. We can only accept this 
ruling and concentrate our activities upon helping to achieve the Minister’s 
target as quickly as possible. 

In the meantime, our designers and draughtsmen are busily engaged on 
preparations for the time when the design and construction of homes will 
benefit from the healthy stimulus of competitive enterprise.

readers by decorating and furnishing one 
of the officially-approved types. Besides, 
here was an exciting challenge to prove 
how even building restrictions, commodity 
shortages and coupon and docket perplexi- 
ties can, with taste and ingenuity, be over- 
come—how charm, comfort and individu- 
ality can flourish in the very small house of 

1947, making it a real little home. 

So we named it “ Little Home.” 

It is being a great joy decorating and 
furnishing it. Its littleness, the limitations 
and uncertainty of available supplies in 
shops, the readiness of some to co-operate, 
the disinclination of others because of its 
smallness—all these are being a stimulating 
experience. I say ave, not have, because 
' even as I write, “‘ Little Home’s ” furnishing 
schemes are still very fluid. Many things 
are far from settled, largely because I am 
trying to use—as far as possible—fabrics, 
furniture and equipment that are reasonably 
accessible or soon. will be. But printing- 
presses wait for no man—or woman. Yet 
we sincerely hope that this Presentation 
Booklet may he!p many who are faced with 
the present-day problems of decorating and 


furnishing new homes, and of renovating 
existing ones. 

‘““ Little Home,”’ erected by Wates Ltd., 
Building and Civil Engineering Contractors, 
is constructed of reinforced concrete, and is 
a permanent non-traditional house which 
is being widely adopted for Municipal 
Housing Schemes throughout the country.

shop it should be. The main colour 
theme is pale butter-yellow for the walls 
earthenware brown for the linoleum (at 
present a hope, not yet a have) and cream 
for most of the equipment.

The general arrangement is practical. A

a copper)— gets good window light. And, 
ready to hand, outside is a window-box 
flourishing, we hope, with herbs for the 
tasty-food cook. The New World Gas 
Cooker No. 545, a model in all-cream 
vitreous enamel, has the neat covertop 
which encloses all burners when not 1n use. 
The cooker has other new features and, of 
course, Regulo automatic heat control. You 
will find another Radiation product, namely 
Radaware, the all-purpose stove-to-table 
utensils that lessen handling of food, save 
time and lighten washing up.

excellent tor all forms otf cooking—and in 
such charming colours, too. True, at present 
possibly only available in a soft willow green, 
but periwinkle blue and beech-leat) brown 
are promised. 

There is also an Electrolux Ketrigerator, 
L..150, which operates by gas or electricity, 
and with no noise, no vibration, no machin- 
ery, no moving parts and no radio inter- 
ference. An Ascot water-heater, well known 
for its efficiency, economy and convenience, 
is included tor warmer weather when it 
may not be required to keep the Siesta 
burning in the dining room. Also, instead 
of an Easiwork kitchen cabinet, there is a 
9ood, fitted dresser in this standard kitchen :

Every corner of the kitchen 
is thoroughly well lighted by a_ white 
spherical dustproof bowl in the centre of 
the ceiling and another light above the 
sink. Andsuchajoy! The most convenient 
tradesmen's hatch, with three compartments, 
is planned close to the back coor. 
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Here is a Sitting room 
whose scheme is inspired 
by the lovely colourings of 
azaleas, with their late 
spring flowers of soft yel- 
low, pale coral and white, 


their fresh green leaves of 
summer and their glorious 
russets and golds of autumn ! 


Three sides of the Sitting 
room are papered in soft 
yellow ; the window-side 
papered pale coral.

Rugs, Felts, Carpets. In cleaning floor coverings with a vacuum 
cleaner, use it smoothly and evenly.

He 1s 
fit and active and has a pension to back 
him in any enterprise he may turn his 
hand to. 
Pension rates vary with the length of 
time served in each rank or rating. One 
example must suffice: A Chief Petty 
Officer having completed 8 years as an 
Able Seaman, 4 as a Leading Seaman, 8 
as a Petty Officer and 2 as a Chief Petty 
Officer will receive 33/2 a week. It wili 
be seen that over the years he may well 
draw over £2,000 in weekly payments. 
If this were the interest on capital it would 
represent a very large sum of savings 
indeed! For men who do not sign on 
for pension, gratuities from £50 to £200 
are payable.

T: is the era of the machine, of labour-saving devices, and especially of electricity. In the 
home it is the age of electric light, the electric iron, the vacuum cleaner, the electric 
cooker, the electric fire, the electric water heater, the refrigerator, the radio, the 
telephone. It is the period of cleanliness, of comfort, of method. 


There is laid on all those in authority the responsibility to enable the youth of the country 
to enjoy all the amenities of the times. Parents, teachers, organisers, group leaders, must make 
it possible for children to enjoy the good things that are at hand, and fit them to employ wisely 
all the tools available for a full adult life. Of these ‘‘ tools ’’ the greatest is electric power. 


‘ 


The tragedy of the depression years was expressed in the phrase ‘* poverty in the midst 
of plenty.’’ The tragedy which this generation must avoid is drudgery, discomfort, darkness in 
the midst of an unlimited supply. of power and light. 


To introduce electricity to those who are now housewives, or who within the next five or 
ten years will become housewives, the Electrical Association for Women has designed its HOME 
WORKERS’ COURSES. The intention is to teach the use of domestic electrical equipment, to 
help to a simple practical understanding of how electricity works, and to prepare women to equip 
and run wisely and economically their own or other people’s electric homes. 


The Association has prepared the outline of the courses which should be covered. It will 
conduct examinations by arrangement, and it will award certificates to those who give evidence 
of having attained a recognised standard of knowledge.

l. Housewives 


The Course for Housewives includes practical and theoretical instruction in the actual use 
of domestic electric appliances and consists of about 12 lectures.

Conditions of Entry for Schools and Youth Organisations 


The Electrical Association for Women will be pleased to assist enquirers who wish to arrange 
courses of training. The Association does not, however, lay down definite rules regarding the 
arrangement of classes, the number of lectures to be given, the age of students, the qualifications 
of the lecturer, or in any way to exercise rigid control over tuition. While it strongly recom-

mends that students should cover the whole syllabus, suggestions for shorter Courses will be 
prepared on request should circumstances make this impossible. The Association believes that 
much good will accrue to students whether or not they sit for the examination, but is convinced 


that students will take a greater interest in the subject if their knowledge is to be tested at the 
end of the Course. 


Examinations will be arranged by the Association for any school or group at a mutually con- 
venient date and place. The fee for the examination is 5s. per candidate, or if ten or more students 
under 18 are examined at the same time, 2s. 6d. per candidate. No one may sit for the exam- 
ination who has not attended at least 80 per cent. of the classes. 


Students who successfully pass the examination will be awarded a Certificate, and will be 
entitled to purchase a badge at a cost of 1s. 6d. 


The examination consists of two parts, a practical and oral test using domestic electrical 
equipment, and a written examination on electricity applied to housework and the home. 


Award for Schools.—The Councillor Miss Walter Rosebowl was presented to the Association 
by Miss L. Edna Walter, O.B.E., B.Sc. (formerly H.M. Inspector of Schools) for annual competition. 
It is awarded to the school whose students obtain the highest average marks in the Homeworkers’ 
Examination during the school year, and will be held until the end of the next school year. To 
qualify for this award at least eight students under the age of 16 must take the examination. 


Snell Bursary Fund.—To ensure that no one who had taken the Course should be debarred 
from sitting for the examination for financial reasons a Bursary Fund was established by the late 
Sir John Snell, G.B.E., formerly Chairman of the Electricity Commission, and by Lady Snell. 


Application for assistance from the Fund should be made to E.A.W. Headquarters through 
the local E.A.W. Branch where possible.

Electricity.—How it is produced (Chart 1, Generation) ; how it is brought to us (Chart 2, 
Distribution) ; voltage, conductors, insulators, overhead and underground cables, circuits, 
switches.

Flexibles and Accessories.—Types and sizes of flexibles, types and sizes of accessories ; correct 
use and care of both; fuses, their purpose and renewal ; earthing, three-core flex, three- 
pin plugs and sockets. 


Portable Apparatus.—Simple explanation of construction and working of (a) small appliances 
such as kettle, toaster, coffee percolator, wafflt-iron, urn ; (b) motor driven appliances such 
as kitchen motors, fans, hair dryers, vacuum cleaners, polishers, sewing machine motors ; 
practical use, care and cleaning, loading, running costs. (Chart 7, Suction Cleaner). 


Space Heating.—Heating circuit ; methods of heating rooms, conduction, radiation, convection ; 
correct installation in bathrooms and kitchens ; running costs, correct use, care and cleaning 
of various types of heaters. 


Water Heating.—Methods of water heating ; types of heater ; thermostats ; running costs. 


Cookery.—Installation of cooker ; main switch ; construction and loading of cooker ; boiling 
plates, radiant and solid ; use of oven, boiling plates, griller; complete meals in oven, com- 
plete meals on grill-boiler, rapid methods of cooking vegetables, eggs, etc. ; care and cleaning 
of cooker ; running costs. (Chart 5, Electric Cooker). 


Refrigeration.—Simple explanation of construction of refrigerator ; use and care; defrosting 


and cleaning ; running costs. (Chart 8, Electric Refrigerator, Chart 9, Electric Refrigerator 
Mechanical Unit). 


Laundry.—Simple explanation of construction, use and care of laundry equipment, washing 
machine, wash boiler, hand iron, rotary iron, press-ironer, drying cabinet ; running costs. 
(Chart 4, Electric Iron, Chart 6, Electric Washer and Wringer). 


Kitchen Planning.—Simple suggestions on essential equipment and on its correct arrangement 
to save time and labour. © 


It will be obvious that a very advanced course of instruction could be given on the syllabus. 


This, however, is not intended, and the lecturer is urged to make the Course as simple and practical 
as possible. 


Special attention should be paid to the care and running costs of all the apparatus used or 
described.

TOPICS OF THE MONTH 


By THE EDITOR 
OUR DEFICIENCY EXPERTS 


HE public have braced themselves to endure still 
‘Peale ordeal—the worst that has yet been 
experienced under our existing administration of self- 
styled master planners, who have shown in every 
direction their inability to plan for the nation’s life 
and comfort. 


Mr. Aneurin Bevan has got everything he wanted 
except houses; Mr. Shinwell has got everything he 
wanted except coal. Their pet political ideologies have 
been accomplished at the cost of ignoring the immediate 
practical problems. As a “ Daily Telegraph ”’ leader 
has admirably expressed it: ‘‘A flameless Britain 
testifies to their flaming failure.”’ 


The fuel emergency will, of course, prove a serious 
setback to any new possibilities of housing progress. 
Building *materials, already in short supply, will soon 
be .still more scarce. It was surprising to hear that 
among the non-essential industries subject to fuel cuts 
the Minister of Fuel and Power included bricks and tiles. 


While the building industry is one of the many 
sufferers from Mr. Shinwell’s policy of concentrating 
his attention on the nationalisation of electricity, instead 
of taking the necessary steps required to avoid the 
present emergency, it will also be affected adversely by 
the nationalisation of road transport. The imposition 
of a 25-mile limit for ‘A’ and ‘ B” licensed vehicles 
carrying for hire will mean that it will not be possible 
for builders any longer to employ haulage contractors 
for carrying materials to the various sites except on 
occasional local journeys. If the journey is anything 
over 40 miles a state-owned vehicle must be employed. 
Builders, even with urgent work, will have to wait their 
turn for such vehicles. 


Some recent words of the President of the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers may, with 
advantage, be quoted at this moment :— 


‘The present feeling of frustration, the present 
disappointments, are due to the promises made at the 
General Election, promises which builders had all 
along said could not be fulfilled. The responsibility 
rests, therefore, with those who made the promises 
against the advice of practical people. Whilst not 


complacent, we are certainly neither disappointed nor 
frightened. 


‘It is true that there has been great difficulty in 
manning-up housing sites, particularly on the fringes 
of London. Mr. Bevan asks what are the men doing 
who have come off war-damage repairs? I should 
have thought, in view of the multitude of forms which 
we have completed, and still are completing—and 
what a record of completions !—he, better than any 
one, should know the answer.” 


PLANNING AND THE PUBLIC. 


Some valuable comments on the many problems of 
replanning were made by Mr. F. J. Osborn, the well- 
known Town Planning expert, in the course of a recent 
address to the Town and Country Planning Association. 
He mentioned that an extremely important factor in 
development by great landowners, and in that of the 
garden cities, was that they had in nearly all cases to 
agree terms with freely negotiating leaseholders in details 
of building development, and to study prospective 
popular reaction in the character of every piece of lay- 
out. He truly pointed out that we pay formal allegiance 
to democracy, but are too ready to assume that the 
complex demands of thousands of people can be poured 
into satisfactory action through the bottleneck of 
administrators. 
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‘“ We forget,’’ said Mr: Osborn, “‘ that there is a funda- 
mental democracy in individual bargaining, in the 
scissors action of the willing buyer and the willing seller, 
that it is extremely difficult fully to replace by the most 
understanding central control and planning. In some 
respects the house of the speculative builder gives a 
popular satisfaction that the council housing scheme 
does not give ; and it is easy to see why this is naturally 
so, if you ponder on the processes of government and 
the inevitably indirect impact of the customer on the 
product; his individual choice is remote from’ the 
operative decision. The jerry-builder forfeited our 
confidence because he traded on the large areas of 
ignorance in the customer’s mind. But that poor frog, 
the customer, will not be thankful if he finds he 
has exchanged King Stork for King Regional-Frog- 
Exterminator, who, though more efficient and abstractly 
public-spirited, may be even less human. And in these 
days we have increasing need to be aware of Walt 
Whitman’s ‘ never-ending audacity of elected persons.’ ”’ 


Mr. Osborn stressed the necessity of finding some way 
of bringing the process of new town building under the 
constant and as nearly as possible direct influence of the 
people who are going to live and carry on business in 
the towns. Some alternative was necessary to replace 


the customer-supplier contact, which formerly made free 
bargaining democratic. 


He went on to say: “I am an unrepentant believer 
in planning ; but as I see it, it is an expert job of which 
a very great part is the understanding of the myriad 
needs and wants of persons, businesses and societies. 
I just do not believe that any planner (or group of 
planners) can get into his head and balance all these 
needs and wants at a given time; still less can he of 
himself anticipate and provide for their ever-fluctuating 
changes and new combinations. 


‘‘ If we are to get good towns under the new planning— 
as we never did under non-planning or authoritarian 
planning—I see no solution except a far greater under- 
standing of the problem by a much wider portion of the 
public. If there is a public reasonably educated in these 
affairs, which are their own affairs primarily, then it will 
be possible for planners to satisfy it—though in my 
opinion there will be a need for constant reminders to 
the experts, by bodies like the Town and Country 
Planning Association and by other agencies of opinion, 


of what the public wants.” 
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HANGING YOUR PICTURES TO THE BEST 
ADVANTAGE

igh are for the decoration of one’s walls. 
In choosing, framing and hanging pictures, this 
fact should always be borne in mind. Too frequently, 
and quite wrongly, people take the opposite point of 
view and regard their walls as so much space on which 
pictures are to be displayed—space which should be 
filled, therefore, as completely as possible. 

If you are going into a new house, do not hang the 
pictures until all the other furnishings have been 
arranged. You will then see that various spaces on your 
walls—even if the wallpaper has a fairly prominent 
pattern—seem bare. The surfaces require breaking up, 
or, in other words, decorating. In this way you can 
determine the positions which require pictures, and 
which size and type of picture could best be used. 
Of course, the best background for pictures is a plain 
wall without pattern, but in any event it is necessary to 
leave sufficient bare wall round each picture if the 
effect is to be satisfying. 

When hanging pictures, nails should be avoided as 
much as possible. A hook which can be affixed to the 
picture rail is best ; and, where there is no picture rail, 
or if the pictures are to be hung one beneath the other, 
there are various patent hooks which are fastened to 
the wall with tiny pins. They look neat and are very 
strong, being more reliable as well as more pleasing in 
appearance than a single stout nail, which may cause 
the wall to crumble. 

For hanging the pictures from the hook, cord has 
advantages over picture wire. The latter has great 
strength, but it is not so easy to handle, and it rusts-in 
course of time. Cord, however, is stouter and more 
conspicuous, but it is often possible to select a cord 
similar in colour to the wall. There is a danger, however, 
that cord may fray out at the point where it passes over 
the hook, especially if the picture is a heavy one. For 
this reason large pictures are better suspended by 
chains, which are nailed one at each corner of the frame 
and hung from two hooks on the frieze rail. This is more 
than ever necessary if the picture is protected behind 
glass, because the glazing adds considerably to the 
weight. 

Another method of hanging is by means of picture 
wall hooks which are plugged into the wall, rings to 
correspond being inserted in the picture frame. Hung 
in this way, pictures need neither chain nor cord, but, 
as the wall has to be plugged, it is not convenient to 
change the positions of pictures when once hung. 

Whatever the method of hanging, a picture should 
never be tilted more than is absolutely avoidable. 
If a picture is pitched forward, an awkward shadow is 
thrown on the wall, a dust trap is created behind the 
picture, and the restful order line of the room is spoiled. 

If you have a varied collection of pictures to hang in 
a room, the following is the best method for deciding 
on the positions each should occupy. First empty the 
room of as much movable furniture as possible, and 
then place your pictures on the floor, leaning them 
against the skirting; immediately beneath the place 
where you think of hanging them. It would be no use 
having your pictures in a pile, one on top of the other, 
for it is necessary to visualise them all simultaneously 
to get an idea of their relative sizes and values. 

In allocating their various positions the principle by 
which to be guided is this: the best picture in the best 
light. In most rooms the best positions for pictures 
are on the walls that run at right angles to the windows, 
and a very good position is generally the chimney breast. 
In old houses the overmantel was frequently planned 
to receive a picture, a panel being left, surrounded with 
mouldings and carved enrichment, and sometimes a 
picture to fit this space was specially painted. 


If, therefore, you have a picture suitable for the 
chimney breast or overmantel, well and good. It will 
be sure to stand out and should prove a prominent 
decorative feature. If, however, you have no single 
picture large enough or good enough, it may be possible 
to hang two or three smaller ones—possibly two or 
three etchings or Japanese prints or woodcuts. 

The height at which pictures should be hung is about 
five feet from the floor to the centre of each object. 
When pictures of various sizes are hung in a row they 
should be placed with the bottom mouldings of the 
frames in alignment. This, of course, is a rule which 
may sometimes be broken, but the effect is far more 
reposeful if the frames all seem to be standing on the 
same level. 

Here are one or two additional “don’ts” about 
pictures. 

Don’t hang it above a doorway. It will have the effect 
of adding height to a feature already tall enough ; and 
the picture will be too high to be seen. 

Don’t hang it too low—so low that the bottom moulding 
of the frame falls below the level of the top rail of an 
ordinary chair. Don’t hang pictures on the chimney 
breast so low that objects placed on the mantelshelf 
have a background of picture instead of wall. The 
lowest moulding of the picture frame should be at least 
8 or 10 inches above the mantelshelf, or everything will 
seem crowded down on to the shelf. 

Don’t hang it too high—so that the upper moulding 
is as high as the top of a door. 

Don’t neglect proportion. A large picture should 
rightly be hung in a spacious interior; and small 
pictures are for small rooms. 


HOUSES AND HOMES 


THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN AN OWNER’ AND A 
TENANT. 


Extract from the Speech of Sir John H. Grey, Chairman of 
the Burnley Building Society, at the Annual Meeting of 
Shareholders on 23rd January, 1947. 


UILDING Societies provide great and dependable 
iarvciss of capital derived from a large number of 
small investors, and they finance a multitude of trans- 
actions in dwelling-houses. They possess the confidence 
of the investor whose capital is both safe and liquid. 
Proved integrity with sound judgment in direction, and 
subject to the safeguards imposed by the Building 
Societies Acts, have gained for the societies a high reputa- 
tion which, by self-improvement and constructive 
criticism of the Building Societies Association, they are 
constantly striving to promote. Mortgage advances to 
buyers of houses for their own occupation have a tonic 
effect on both our economic and our social life. They 
help to stimulate and to satisfy that independence of 
spirit which makes a man long for the permanence and 
content which come of ownership. There is in human 
nature a natural yearning for exclusive possession, and 
high in the order of desirable things is the home—the 
dwelling and its contents. The social and political 
effects of home ownership are great and lasting. Every 
citizen, no matter how limited his income, has an 
instinctive desire to become the owner of his own home, 
in which to provide freedom for the full development 
of family life. A large programme of public housing 
must accentuate the division of population into two 
classes—on the one hand subsidized tenants in increas- 
ing numbers; on the other, owners, and occupiers 
paying an economic rent. 


CURRENT NOTES 


BRITISH LEGION HOUSE PURCHASE SCHEME. 


The British Legion has launched a house purchase 
scheme to assist ex-service men and women. ‘This is 
primarily intended to assist those who can obtain an 
advance either from a Building Society or a Local 
Authority under the Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts, 
and who, even with such assistance, are unable to meet 
full costs. Apart from obtaining an advance from 
either of these sources, applicants will be required to 
find at least 5 per cent. of the cost. 

The total cost or marketable value of the house should 
not normally exceed £1,500. The assistance, in approved 
cases, will take the form of a loan, interest free, of the 
difference between the purchase price and the advance 
made by either a Building Society or Local Authority, 
plus the applicant’s contribution, repayable by easy 
instalments. 

For this purpose some Local Authorities may advance 
up to 90 per cent., whilst the normal advance made by 
a number of Building Societies will be 80-85 per cent. 

It will, therefore, be seen that the assistance, which is 
likely to be given to individuals will not, as a general 
rule, exceed £150, but exceptional cases will be con- 
sidered on their merits. 

The scheme is not intended to encourage an individual 
to take on repayments of a mortgage if the liability, 
coupled with other regular commitments, involves too 


heavy a drain on his income, leaving too small a margin 
for normal expenses. 


HYTHE HOUSING SCHEME SCRAPPED. 


Plans for a municipal housing scheme at Hythe, Kent, 
have had to be scrapped. The Health Ministry approved 
the cost of £500 to £1,000 above the Ministry’s ceiling of 
£1,400, but later called for amendments to reduce the 
cost. A new layout and fresh house plans have had to 
be prepared. Negotiations have lasted twenty-eight 
months already. The final result is that the site is now 
considered unsuitable for houses after having been com- 
pulsorily purchased with the Ministry’s approval. 


SUNSHINE HOMES FOR WORKERS. 


Approval has been given for the erection of thirty-two 
three-bedroomed houses—some detached, some in pairs 
and others in blocks of four—at Flore, Northampton. 
These are to accommodate workers in the adjoining 
factory about to be erected for the production of rural 
industries by Erinex, Ltd. The most modern improve- 
ments are being installed and the aspect of each house 
so planned as to give the maximum amount of sunshine. 
Most of the houses will have garages. The layout of the 


estate has been planned by the 29 year old Managing 
Director, Mrs. Maxwell-Channell. 


TEN-STOREY FLATS FOR HOLBORN. 


A site of 24 acres has now been prepared and building 
is to start almost immediately on six blocks, comprising 
162 flats, at Holborn, at a cost of £425,000. 

One of the blocks will be 10 storeys high and the 
others will be 7 storeys, and will range from 1 to 4-roomed. 
flats. They will have all modern improvements, includ- 
ing central heating, constant hot water, and lifts to all 
floors. An innovation will be the installing of the 
Garchey system of refuse disposal, which is automatically 
conveyed from the kitchen to a central incinerator. 
This is an idea originating in Paris. 

The Chairman of the Housing Committee states that 
there has been some difficulty with the L.C.C. regarding 
the passing of the plans, but they are now able to go 
ahead despite the fact that the plans have not been 
passed in their entirety. Sanction has also been given 
for a loan from the Ministry of Health. 
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RENT-FREE BUNGALOWS. 


An anonymous donor has offered the Rayleigh Urban 
District Council, Essex, to leave the residue of his estate 
on trust to provide rent-free accommodation in old 
people’s bungalows for deserving residents, who have 
lived locally for not less than ten years. 


HOUSING SCHEME FOR FARNHAM ROYAL. 


®& Approval of an estimate of £850,000 has been sought 
by the L.C.C. Housing Committee for the acquisition of 
1,100 acres near Slough (by compulsory purchase if 
necessary) for housing and industrial development. 
This includes 675 acres at Farnham Royal, 264 acres 
at Langley, and 177 acres at Wexham. The develop- 
ment at Farnham Royal will be mainly of the cottage 
type, and 117 acres may be reserved for industrial 
purposes as part of the community structure of the new 
estate. 

It is estimated that accommodation could be provided 
on these three sites for about 25,000 people, and that 
Londoners housed there would, to a @onsiderable extent, 
be able to find employment locally and avoid long- 
distance travel to work. All three sites are within 
easy reach of Burnham Beeches or Slough stations. 

There is the possibility of planning objections to the 
Wexham site, which falls within the area reserved in the 
Greater London Plan for local green belt purposes, but 
the L.C.C. Housing Committee maintain that, in view 
of the size of the population figures involved, and its 
limited acreage, such objections should not be serious. 


BRITISH LEGION HOUSING REPORT. 


In its twenty-sixth annual report the Legion states :— 
“Your council have again to record their most 
serious concern at the situation in regard to the 
housing of men and women returning from the 
Armed Forces. These men and women accepted 
willingly the discomfort and loss of family life 
which service with the Forces was bound to entail. 
In the view of your Council they were entitled on 
their return to expect a reasonable standard of 
accommodation. This is not being accorded to 
them, and the conditions under which many 
thousands of those who served for long periods 
overseas are now housed, can only be described as 


deplorable.”’ 


TOO MANY HOUSES BEING BUILT! 

Leatherhead, Surrey, has been told by the Ministry 
of Health it is building too many houses—not only by 
private enterprise, but also by the local authority. 

After topping Surrey’s permanent house-building 
effort with 166 new houses completed, and 217 under 
construction, by private builders, Leatherhead found 
itself placed under a ban on further private building 
until the required one-in-four ration to local authority 
had been evened up. 

Now it appears that it is building too many houses 
even under council contracts, for if has just had its 
quota reduced by the Ministry from 172 to 100, although 
the Chairman of the Council states they could put up 
between 400 and 500 houses in the current year. 

‘We want to push on with the job,” he points out, 
‘‘and could do so but for Ministerial interference.” 


185,000 SITES AWAITING DEVELOPMENT. 

There are approximately 185,000 sites of which posses- 
sion has been obtained and on which no development 
has been started, according to the latest Ministry of 
Health return. The total number of sites obtained for 
permanent houses is 566,753. Development has been 
completed on 153,954 of these, and has been started 
on another 227,811. 

In the conversions and adaptations of existing 
premises private builders lead over the local authorities, 
as they still do on the erection of new permanent houses. 
Contracts let for the past twelve months for conversions 


to local authorities number 18,472 and to private 
builders 29,222.

OST folk want to make their gardens bright this 
year, and one of the cheapest ways of doing this 
is by sowing hardy annuals. The seedsmen’s catalogues 
are full this year of lovely flowers which can be grown 
for a few pence, and I suggest that those who have not 
grown annuals before should try the following : Poppies, 
cornflowers, larkspurs, calendulas, eschscholtzia, nastur- 
tiums, clarkia, phacelia, nemophila, and Love-in-the- 
mist. When the packets of seeds arrive note the heights 
of the plants and that will tell you how far apart they 
ought to be. For instance, if you are sowing an annual 
that is going to grow to a height of 2 feet it will like to 
have a foot on either side of it in which to spread itself. 

Choose, if you can, a border in a sunny place. Fork 
the ground over and add horticultural peat at about a 
bucketful per square yard. You can get this from 
any good seedsman or horticultural sundriesman. 
If your land is light and tends to be dry, damp the peat 
thoroughly first. I always soak my peat in a large bath 
of water before using it. It doesn’t matter how sodden 
it is for my soil. If you have got wet clay soil you may 
use the peat dry. After forking, treat the ground so as 
to compress it and prevent it being spongey, and at the 
same time to help break down any lumps there may be. 
Then rake it to get it level.

Make a little plan on paper as to how you are going 
to sow the seed. It is always better to have a drift of 
one kind of annual, and then a fairly large drift of another 
kind, rather than having individual plants of different 
kinds dotted about the place. Tend to keep your drifts 
of the dwarfer growing annuals to the front of the 
border, and the taller ones, like larkspur and cornflowers, 
to the back. It is quite easy to scratch out with a 
pointed stick the various drifts, and then inside the 
little area which has been marked out with your stick 
for, say, cornflowers, the cornflower seed will be sown. 
Each annual will therefore have, as it were, its allotted 
space in which to grow, though, of course, you could 
have cornflowers at one end of the border, and then 
somewhere towards the middle, and finally towards the 
end. That is to say, you can repeat a drift of one 
flower more than once if you wish. 

Annual seeds are small and need to be sown shallowly. 
Further, though some of the seeds are about the size of a 
pin’s head, yet they may produce a plant that will grow 
3 or 4 feet high and 3 or 4 ft. wide. I cannot therefore 
stress too much the importance of thin sowing. The 
seeds are cheap, and you will be tempted to sow too 
thickly. Try to space them out, say, at least 3 inches

apart, and so give the baby seedlings a chance. Having 
sown thinly, rake the soil lightly afterwards to bury 
the seed, and firm the ground by using the head of the 
rake, pressing it lightly all over the drift area you have 
just sown with seed. Put a label in to remind you 
where to find the Love-in-the-mist, and if you have 
never sown annuals before, you will find it a good plan 
to sow just a few seeds of each variety in a box, or pot, 
in the greenhouse, or even in a living room. It is quite 
easy to have just one box with a dozen or more annuals 
sown in straight lines across the box, say, at 1 inch 
apart. In this way you will be able to recognise the 
various kinds of annuals when they come up out of 
doors, for the little plants in your box will be up in a 
fortnight or three weeks beforehand, and as you will 


have them well labelled you will know which is which. | 


It is quite easy to have a magnificent border flowering 
all the summer by sowing, say, 2s. worth of seeds. The 
Units in Eastern Command have done this with great 
success for a number of years now, and the rough 
plan they used when the seeds were sown, was 
provided for them gratis by the Horticultural 
Dept. of Army Welfare Services. Annuals not only look 
well when growing in the garden, but are grand as cut 
flowers for the house, so try your hand in 1947, and, 
prov.ding you sow thinly enough, and thin early enough 
to give the plants plenty of room to develop as they 
should, you will have a wonderful show. 

Now, from flowers to fruit. Many people have planted 
fruit trees and bushes in their gardens because of the 
great difficulty that has been experienced during the 
last seven or eight years to obtain the fruit needed for 
the children and for making jams and jellies. To grow 
good fruit, however, it is necessary to spray, and this is 
the time of the year when you must have lime-sulphur 
ready for controlling the fungus diseases. The apples 
and pears will need spraying with this brown liquid just 
before the blossoms open, and the strength should be 


1 pint of lime-sulphur to 30 pints of water. Soak the 
trees from top to toe. Spray again when all the blossoms 
have fallen. This time reduce the dilution to 1 in 100, 
but again soak the trees from top to toe. 

Lime-sulphur can also kill the Big Bud Mite, that 
minute little creature which so easily ruins black currant 
bushes. In this case it is necessary to spray when the 
leaves are the size of a two-shilling piece, and to soak 
the bushes with a dilution of 1 in 20. Lime-sulphur 
should be purchased from any Horticultural Sundriesman 
with a specific gravity of 1.3, and a polysulphide content 
of 25 per cent. The object should be to get the bushes 
thoroughly wet just before the blossoms open. This 
time of course varies from county to county, and I am 
giving the advice now to give readers plenty of chance 
of buying this brown liquid insecticide in good time. 

March is a great month for sowing vegetable seeds. 
Many of the brassica plants should be made from 
sowings made now—summer cabbage, autumn cabbage, 
brussels sprouts, broccoli, and so on. Lettuce and 
radish sowings may be made, and so may marrowfat 
peas, turnips, round beet, carrots and parsley. Early 
potatoes can be planted towards the end of the month, 
chives will be divided, the asparagus crowns will be 
ordered for planting in April, seakale sets should be 
planted by the third week of the month, and by the last 
week the autumn sown cauliflowers should be planted 
out.

URING the past month an Exhibition has been on 

view at the Building Centre, London, arranged by 
the Rural Industries Bureau, for the purpose of showing 
some of the different types of building materials 
produced in rural areas. It also draws attention to 
the variety of skill needed in using them for practical 
building purposes. 

During the war years, there was little fine building. 
Quarries and small brickyards were closed and their 
skilled employees moved to other industries. During 
this period few craftsmen expert in the production of 
traditional materials were trained. Civil building was 
held up, and now vast quantities of materials are 
required to overcome the accumulated demands. After 
the war immediate consideration had to be given to 
housing. The absence of stocks of materials and 
insufficient labour dictated the use of temporary 
prefabricated dwellings. It is hoped that this temporary 
measure has now reached its final stages. 

The traditional, permanent building materials that 
have been tested through many centuries are hand-made 
brick and tile, stone, slate and thatch. They have a 
great quality of resistance to our climate. The buildings 
of which they are made are pleasant to live in and good 
to look upon. These traditional materials cannot solve 
the whole problem, but they can at least contribute to 
its solution. Certain rural building industries were 
closed during the war, yet it is certain that, given some 
encouragement, they can help the present building 
programme, and at the same time fortify their position 
so that they can supply fine materials for the great 
rebuilding programme which lies ahead. 

One of the great features of our country is the 
appearance of its countryside. The villages and small 
towns have been built with materials which properly 
belong to the neighbourhood, so that the buildings fit 
naturally and easily into the landscape. In some districts 
the local stone provides the building material, in others

the clay in the vicinity provides the raw material for the 
bricks. The vegetation, soil and scene, change quickly 
in this small country, and with them change the mate- 
rials with which our buildings are made. 

This exhibition shows some of the variety of materials 
which are available and which are still the most suitable 
for certain types of buildings. To the non-expert it is a 
matter of amazement how extensive this variety is, 
and how the different counties are specifically associated 
with certain materials. The list of exhibits ranges from 
Somerset blue limestone, Bristol ‘‘ Pennant ”’ limestone, 
Cotswold limestone and Derbyshire limestone wallstones, 
to Westmorland slate, Welsh grey slates, Yorkshire 
sandstone, Cornish grey wallstones, Cornish slates and 
Yorkshire sandstone paving stones. There are also some 
beautiful examples of reed thatch, straw thatch, hand- 
made sandfaced tiles and handmade glazed pantiles. 

The Rural Industries Bureau was established in 1921 
by the Minister of Agriculture; in accordance with a 
scheme framed by the Development Commissioners, to 
encourage and develop rural industries. It is mainly 
concerned with the opportunities to be seized and the 
problems to be dealt with by all rural industries in the 
period of transation from war-time to peace-time 
conditions. 

The Bureau is in touch not only with the Ministry of 
Agriculture, with which it has very close ties, but also 
with the Ministries of Labour, Works, Education, Town 
& Country Planning, and the Board of Trade.

All England Homefinder 


IS YOUR SERVANT—IX 


By A. C. COPE 


ARLY in this series it was mentioned that most 

large banks provide facilities for executorship and 
trustee work on behalf of their customers. 

Dependent upon the size and custom of the bank this 
may be undertaken directly by the bank, through its 
specialised trustee department, or by a specially con- 
stituted Trustee Company which confines itself to work 
of this nature. | 

The importance of making a will and of giving timely 
instructions as to the disposal of property after death 
has been made more obvious by six hazardous years of 
war. Indeed, there must be relatively few adults who 
have not made such provision in the recent past, even 
if it has been confined to the form in the soldiers’ 
paybook. 

But it must be remembered that any difficulties that 
arise in connection with estates involve beneficiaries 
and dependants in inconvenience. And as the majority 
of people are happier in the knowledge that they have 
made the best arrangements possible against the chance 
of death, it may be well to examine the banks’ potential 
service in this event. 

With wearisome repetition, customers are again 
advised to seek guidance from the branch manager. It 
is not his function to explain in detail the intricacies of 
executorship work and law, but he will be capable of 
giving sound general advice on each individual problem. 
Further, from the information he receives from his 
customer as to the size and composition of the estate, 
the manager will be able to give an opinion as to whether 
the services of a corporate trustee, that is the bank or 
its subsidiary, is desirable in that case. 


EXECUTOR’S DUTIES. 


The main considerations in favour of this course 
become apparent in a cursory review of the functions 
and qualifications of any executor or administrator of 
an estate. 

If an individual accepts the duties of an executor of 
a will, or in an intestacy, is granted letters of adminstra- 
tion, he will have to perform or supervise duties, in 
outline as follows :— 

Arrange for an appropriate funeral and meet the 
expenses from estate funds. 

Prepare an inventory of the property of the 
deceased. 

Obtain probate of the will, if one exists. 

Pay all necessary death duties. 

Collect and realise the estate. 

Satisfy all creditors of the deceased. | 

Pay all legacies as directed by the will, and 
distribute the residue. 


Conduct any investment business that may be 
necessary. 

Keep accurate accounts of all matters connected 
with the estate, and obtain a discharge upon 
completion. 

In addition he may have to make arrangements for 
the carrying on of the business of the deceased, or its 
sale or liquidation. 

Throughout he must act in accordance with the law, 
which is complicated in these matters, and he is allowed 
no remuneration, other than out-of-pocket expenses, 
unless special provision is made for this in the will. 

From this catalogue it appears that an executor 
should be a business man of ripe experience, will need. 
to employ a panel of professional advisors, and bears 
a difficult responsibility in dealing with an estate of 
any size. * 

There is also always the possibility that one or all the 


executors of a will may predecease the testator, or for © 


some reason become incapable of acting. 


ADVANTAGES OF TRUSTEE COMPANIES. 

The two chief advantages in appointing a corporate 
executor are continuity and expert service. 

A trustee company will be able to carry out its 
responsibilities while banking services last. Neither 
death, sickness nor lunacy can intervene to nullify 
testamentary foresight. 

As the administration of trust monies is the daily 
business of the officials of these companies, they have 
become expert in the work. They will of course need 
to employ legal assistance, but only where strictly 
necessary, and the -whole performance of their duties 
falls into a routine through constant practice. 

Additional advantages are broadly those inherent in 
the banking service. For example, full security of trust 
or estate funds is ensured if they are under the control 
of a large bank or its affiliation : the same undertaking 
of secrecy binds employees of trustee companies as those 
of the banks: there can be no suggestion of partiality 
where an impersonal body is administering the estate : 
accounts of both banks and trustee companies are 
regularly audited: records. of the estate are always 


available and up to date for inspection by interested 
parties. 


APPOINTMENT OF A TRUSTEE COMPANY. 

A company may be appointed sole executor or trustee 
or it may be appointed to act jointly with one or more 
individuals. An appointment of the company may be 
made to act in the event of death or incapacity of one 
of the executors already appointed by will: this sort 
of contingent appointment may also be made in respect 
of trusts. 

In alteration of one of the executors named in an 
existing will, a company may be appointed by a codicil. 

Trustee companies will usually require that their 
authority derives from their own form, completed by 
the appropriate person. These vary according to the 
status of the appointment, and will contain provision 
for the company’s fees’ which are moderate and on @ 
sliding scale, usually according to the gross value oi the 
estate or trust. 

It is generally necessary for a copy of the will or trust 
deed to be submitted for approval to the company before 
the appointment is accepted. 

All the foregoing considerations and conditions apply 
also to appointment of a trustee company as administra- 
tor of an intestacy. It is necessary in such cases for 
the person empowered to obtain letters of administri t'on, 
to renounce his right in favour of the company, and for 
provision for remuneration to be made. 

The various forms of administrations of estates may 
similarly be undertaken in approved cases. 


OTHER WORK OF TRUSTEE COMPANIES. 

Apart from dealing with estates of deceased persons, a 
trustee company will act in the matter of administration 
of settlement funds, for example a marriage settlement. 
Legacies to minors or residues of which administrators 
are unable to dispose may be entrusted to a company, 
subject to approval. A company will, in approved cases, 
act as trustees for charitable bequests, and for disposal 
of property under a deed of covenant. 

In all such cases the trust deed or other instrument 
must be submitted for inspection, and an agreement 
entered into as to the company’s remuneration. 

Trustee companies are also prepared to act as attorney 
to a customer during his absence, and to take charge 
of investments to the extent of obtaining advice, and 
executing their customers’ orders. They will also arrange 


for the collection, in such circumstances, of certain 


classes of income, and its distribution according to 
instructions.
